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VINSON REIECT 
MARIN TRAINING 
NQUIRY DEMAND 


WASHINGTON, July 22 (UP) 
Chairman Carl Vinson (Dem.), 
Georgia, of the House Armed 
Services Committee said today 
he has rejected a demand for 
a congressional investigation 
of new charges of brutality at 
the Parris Island (S.C.) Marine 
training base. 

Vinson said he is convinced 


the Marines are taking action to 
“completely eradicate” abuses 
previously disclosed at Parris 
Island. 


The Américan Civil Liberties 
Union charged last night there 
was “widespread” brutality at 
the base from Jan. 1 to May 1, 
1956. It called on the House 
and Senate Armed Services 
Committees to investigate. All 
instances cited were prior to 
the highly-publicized “death 
march” of April 6, 1956, in 
which six Marine recruits 
drowned, 


Request Turned Down. 

Vinson turned down the re- 
quest in a letter to Ernest An- 
gell, chairman of the ACLU’s 
board of directors, which Vin- 
son made public today. 

“I do not condone acts of 
brutality or acts which are de- 
grading to the individual 
within our military services,” 
Vinson wrote. 

“There can be no question 
but that abuses of this nature 
existed in the Marine Corps 
training procedures prior to 
and at the time.of the Parris 
Island incident. But I cannot 
agree that this situation re- 
mains unimproved.”

ié HAT kind will you 
W have?” has been a 
familicr phrase at soda 
,souniains for years, with Amer- 
icans all across the land happily 
making their choices of sodas 
and sundaes. But within the 
past few years these words have 
become a household phrase, too. 
With a home freezer in so many 
homes, most families keep a 
supply of favorite flavors of ice 
cream on hand at all times. And 
adults and youngsters have 
found that it’s fun to make their 
own delectable concoctions. 


Given a supply of ingredients 
and a good imagination, almost 
anyone will discover he pos- 
sesses a bit of inventive genius. 
Super-sundaes and tall-fellow 
sodas to suit the fancy of the 
moment can be put together in 
a jiffy; a competitive spirit usu- 
ally develops among the mem- 
bers of the family to see who 
can come up with the most im- 
pressive “spectacular.” 

With America on a great ice 
cream binge, it’s well to think 
a moment about storing the 
frozen delicacy at home. If you 
have only an ice cube tray for 
storage, remove the ice cream 
or sherbet from the carton and 
place in an ice cube tray, cover 
closely with foil and turn the 
temperature control as low as 
possible. 

The ideal way to store ice 
cream at home is, of course, in 
a freezer at a temperature of 
0 degrees or below. Fruit,ice 
cream and high butter fat ice 
cream should be stored at two 
or five degrees below zero, if 
possible. 

When serving the half-gallon 
cylinder-shaped cartons, dip the 
ice cream across the surface uni- 
formly but not deep in spots: 
smooth off the surface and 
cover with aluminum foil 
pressed against the ice cream 
to prevent air contact, which 
produces a waxy surface. 


For rectangular-shaped half- 
gallons, cut through the carton 
to obtain the desired amount, 
then cover the surface of the 
ice cream with foil and place 
the carton, cut side down (pref- 
erably on the bottom of the 
freezer) to make a close pro- 
tective covering.

To make an ice cream soda 
that is as bubbly and frothy as 
the best, just be sure that the 
bottled soft drink is well chilled 
and freshly opened (the small- 
sized bottle of carbonated bev- 
erage is ideal for this reason).

BILL FORGED OUT 
OF COMMITTEE 


WASHINGTON, July 22 (UP) 
—Both backers and opponents 
predicted overwhelming House 
approval today for an Admin- | 
istration-fought pay rise for 
the 518,000 postal workers. 

The pay bill, providing in- 
creases of $546 a year, was 
forced onto today’s House cal- 
endar when a majority of mem- 


bers signed a petition to bring charge that # 


it out of the Rules Committee.

The whole House must first | 


formally approve the discharge 
procedure before voting on the 
bill itself. 


The bill’s sponsor, Repre- 
sentative ‘James H. Morrison 
(Dem.), Louisiana, predicted 
the $546 figure will go through 
unchanged by an overwhelming 
vote, despite Administration ob- 
jections. 


Plan Token Fight. 


Administration supporters, 
privately agreeing with the fore- 
cast, planned to wage only a 
token fight against the measure 
and count. on a presidential 
veto to keep it from taking ef- 
fect. These forces believe a 
veto would be sustained since 
it takes a two-thirds majority 
to override. Some, however, 
think the House could override 
a veto. 

The bill would increase the 
average postal worker's salary 
of $4340 by about 11% per cent. 
All workers would get a flat 
$546 increase except rural car- 
riers and fourth-class postmas- 
ters. Their boost would amount 
to 12 per cent with a $546 top. 

The increase, costing $280,- 
000,000 annually, would start 
Sept. 1 but Chairman Tom Mur- 
ray (Dem.), Tennessee of the 
House Post Office Committee 
estimated the bill’s total cost 
would rise to $317,500,000 a 
year by increasing “fringe ben- 
efits” based on salaries: The 
committee approved the bill by 
a wide margin last month.

Moscew’s Troubles Worse. 

On balance the general fee)- 
ing here is that, while both 
Washington and Moscow have 
had trouble at home and in 
their respective coalitions in the 
last six months, the troubles in 
the Communist world are more 
serious and enduring. 

In this period Peiping has 
emerged more openly than be- 
fore as a challenging new cen- 
ter of Communist ideology. The 
new tactics of industrial and ag- 
ricultural decentralization with- 
in the Soviet Union and of 
greater freedom for the satel- 
lites have produced a revolt 
against Nikita Khrushchev’'s 
leadership in the Kremlin, one 
violent break for freedom in 
Hungary, open defiance of So- 
viet domination in Poland, and 
a general restlessness in the 
rest of the Communist states of 
eastern Europe. 

The United States has modi- 
fied its policy to deal with 
these new political opportuni- 
ties. It has lifted its limited 
embargo on trade with eastern 
Europe to make substantial 
loans to Poland. It has moved 
to meet the Soviet threat of in- 
filtration in the Middle East 
by increasing its political and 
economic aid to that region, and 
it has asquiesced in the de- 
mands of its allies for more 
trade with Communist China.

Forced to Back Down. 


The Panamanian president | 
encountered the first big test 
of his nine-month-old adminis- 
tration recently when he at-)| 
tempted to push_ through | 
sweeping reforms of the re-| 
public’s antiquated social secur- 
ity program. The opposition 
was so swift and so great that 
he was forced to back down, 
at least tempcrarily. 

De la Guardia’s presidential 
campaign was based largely on 
economic and social reform. 
There is a question now 
whether capital and industry 
will support him on any part 
of this program. 

The . working classes were 
surprisingly slow to rally to 
him at the outset, probably be- 
cause of lack of information. 
Now, however, they appear to 
be taking hope that he is try- 
ing to give substance to their 
aspirations for reforms. 

The spcial program of Costa 
Rica is likely to provide a major 
issue in the forthcoming presi- 
dential camp¢gn. The party of 
Figueres has been under heavy 
attack on the ground that ex- 
penditures, primarily for his so- 
cia] program, have been unreal- 
istic in the light of the nation’s 
fiscal situation. 

Situation in Nicaragua. 

On the surface at least, Nica- 
ragua has shown the most start- 
ling changes in recent months 
of all the Central American 
countries. These are causing 
consternation among moderate 


and conservative elements in 
the country. 
President Somoza, whose pub- 


lic life has been spent in the 
shadow of his politically strong- | 


man father, the late Anastasio 
Somoza, has begun alienating 


large sections of wealthy plant-| 
ers and industrialists with whom | 


nominally he would be closely 
associated. In the face of their 


strongest protests, he has con- | 


tinued to support liberalization 


reforms and has continued his 
opposition to devaluation of the | 


currency. 

The people generally have 
adopted a wait-and-see attitude 
toward the President’s program, 
although they have accepted 
giadly the liberalization changes 
made thus far. 

The President’s social security 
program: has got off to a fairly 
good start in the face of oppo- 
sition. However, its true test 
is still to come, and there is no 
_question but that the opposi- 
tion will stiffen. 

El Salvador Opposition. 

President Jose Maria Lemus 
of El Salyador apparently is 
committed to sweeping social 
reforms, especially in rural 
areas, There, any reforms will 
be opposed by a majority of cof- 
fee planters, exporters and in- 
dustrialists who traditionally 
form the balance of political 
power in the country. 

Lemus was one of the great 
question marks when he was 
elected to office last year. As 
a strict military man and as a 
former director of the police, 
he was expected by some to put 
more iron into his administra- 
tion than he has done thus far. 

His first liberalization of the 
administration’s stern view of 
the more radical opposition oc-

That’s Eads Bridge 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

We read Dr. John Kouwenhoven’s 
story in the June 7 Post-Dispatch 
“The Author Takes a Look at Eads 
Bridge Story.” 

In accordance with his request for 
further information for a book he is 
writing, we are pleased to furnish 
him with this information. 
The Eads Bridge saw the decline 
of the great river steamboat traffic, 
which helped to make St. Louis 
great. In its prime, during the ‘50s, 
there were three rows of steamboats 
lined up side by side for over a mile 
on the St. Louis levee, taking on and 
disgorging freight. 
The old St. Louis levee gave W. 
C. ‘Handy the inspiration to write 
“The St. Louis Blues,” now known 
and sung all over the world. 
Eads Bridge saw the era when the 
horse-drawn vehicles were replaced 
by the automobile. Thousands of 
horse-drawn wagons and _ trucks 
crossed its top deck every day, haul- 
ing coal, freight, and wares from east 
to west and vice versa. 
The bridge saw the demise of the 
great trolley electric street railways, 
which crisscrossed the states of IIlli- 
nois, Indiana and Ohio. The west 
end of the bridge was the terminus 
of many lines. 
It saw the transition of the steam 
locomotive to the diesel engine. No 
locomotive was too heavy for the 
bridge to hold. 
It felt the ravages of the great St. 
Louis cyclone of May 27, 1896, one 
of the worst tornadoes to strike any 
place in the U.S.A. It stood like a 
great oak during this storm. Its 
east approach was damaged and 
scarred but this soon wore off and 
was forgotten. The great giant was 
as it has always been. 
The writer was born and raised 
within a stone’s throw of the bridge. 
It always was and always will be a 
source of charm and magic to me, 
right down through the 72 years of 
my life, and longer, I hope. 
During my boyhood, I played on 
the levee under the tall arches of 
the bridge. When the river was 
frozen over, I walked on the ice 
around all of its piers. I marveled 
at the huge chunks of granite that 
made up its foundations. As a young 
man, I worked on the lead-covered 
telephone cables strung on the side of 
the bridge, walked the trestle from 
one approach of the bridge to the 
other, worked in the great tunnel at 
the west end of the bridge. This tun- 
nel runs underneath the downtown 
busy streets of St. Louis, out into its 
railroad yards. 
The more I know about this old 
bridge, the more I love it.

A dozen years ago the nations, friendly and 
unfriendly, were shocked by the “mystery” 
bomb which demolished Hiroshima. It was used 
to end the slaughter of World War Il, to win 
the peace which otherwise might have been 
achieved only at thé cost of far more lives than 
were taken by the bomb. 


But Hiroshima was only the beginning of the 
nuclear era. This already has worked vast 


' changes in world politics and in the minds of 


men. For a time, our exclusive possession of 
the new weapon was a reassurance. Even when 
Russian scientists made it available to the 
Kremlin, it remained a deterrent. At least men 
might have, in the phrase of Winston Churchill, 
peace through terror. Yet few would live gladly 
in a world in which the nuclear sword of Da- 
mocles hangs not over one head, but over all. 

Enrico Fermi and the other physicists under 
the University of Chicago grandstand, however, 
gave mankind more than the black fear of uni- 
versal cataclysm. They also open unmeasured 
possibilities for the exploitation of nature and 
for the betterment of lives which again seemed 
destined to be short and brutish. There is re- 
demption from catastrophe: the power need not 
be used for death; it can be made to serve life. 


This always has been the hope of those most 
closely associated with nuclear energy—scien- 
tists like Niels Bohr and statesmen like the 
late Senator McMahon. .The cold war has been. 
an obstacle. But even in the early days of the 
AEC, under David Lilienthal, radioactive iso- 
topes were sent abroad to aid medical research. 

President Eisenhewer in 1953 suggested the 
formation of a United Nations atoms-for-peace 
agency. This was done, and the Senate last 
month ratified American participation. But the 
Joint Congressional Atomic Energy Committe 
now would forbid the President to allocate 
American nuclear materials to this co-operative 
agency without approval of Congress. The State 
Department is stunned. This could keep the 
United States out of the effort. Why did the 
committee strike out against man’s hope? 

Somehow, it allowed itself to be led by Sena- 
tor Bricker of Ohio. He raised the old fear that 
we might be tricked into helping the Commu- 
nists. Yet who can still believe that the United 
States enjoys some unbreakable, basic “secret” 
about nuclear energy? The Russians have dem- 
onstrated their knowledge. So have the British. 
The six nations of continental Europe are 
launching a common atomic program. Indeed, 
only poverty can keep a nation from exploiting 
the 12-year-old discovery. 

Senator Bricker also urged that only Con- 
gress has a constitutional right to dispose of the 
assets of the United States. But surely Con- 
gress should not try to shape the day-in, day- 
out activities of the atoms-for-peace agency. 
It should authorize the Executive to delegate 
this to suitable experts. 

What really seems to motivate Senator Brick- 
er is a stubborn atavism, the same emotional 
drive behind his efforts to destroy the Presi- 
dent’s treaty power, a desire to bend the Presi- 
dent—and the world—to a backward minority. 

The 14-2 committee vote in favor of Bricker’s 
proposal—only Representative Melvin Price of 
Illinois and Representative Sterling Cole of 
New York opposed it—seems to suggest that 
this is a majority view. The committee, how- 
ver, is far from being the whole Congress. That 
was demonstrated by the Senate's ratification of 
the atoms-for-peace agreement. So there is hope 
that Congress will not adopt implementing leg- 
islation which might make this a nullity. 

The world has the bombs and their terror. It 
hungers for the advances which alone,can offset 
that terror. And no nation dare follow masta- 
don minds down the way of the mastadon. 
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What the Press Wants 


Secretary of State Dulles should have known 
that his offer to lift his bar a bit on American 
reporters going to Communist China would not 
be satisfactory. There was no reason at all to 
hope that his offer to allow a limited nu-uber 
of reporters to enter Red China for six months 
might be snapped up. But his 90-minute parley 
with five representatives of news media should 
by now have convinced him that he will have 
to make a much better offer. 

The chances for reaching an agreement still 
exist. The next step is a State Department sur- 
vey intended to learn how many organizations 
want to be represented and on what terms. It 
is a very good assumption that the State Depart- 
ment will find that all organizations which 
want correspondents in Red China want them to 
be unrestricted except under military necessity. 

By now Secretary Dulles should have a far 
better concept of the American press than he 
had when he inflicted his bar a year ago. His 
rigid stand at that time made clear that he felt 
it was his right to abridge the freedom of the 
press and to use the press as an instrument of 
diplomacy. Such concepts are abhorrent to 
the press in any democracy. A reporter in a 
democracy does not serve the Government. He 
exists to inform—with complete objectivity— 
the American people. 
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Back to Normal 

Now that Miss Universe has been shakily 
crowned and Miss-Mrs. America has wept her 
last tears we can go back to mundane things 
like the civil rights filibuster, the argument 
over an invitation to Marshal Zhukov and the 
necessity for getting out the vote for a new 
Charter for St. Louis. 
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Olympian Nonsense 

The illogical. fear of things foreign, as ex- 
pressed in United States immigration policy, 
produces some of its major absurdities in the 
field of sports. Witness Avery Brundage’s war. 
with the State Department. 

Mr. Brundage is chairman of the Interna- 
tional Olympic Committee. He is also an 
American. As Olympic chairman, he is sup- 
posed to attend a meeting of the committee in 
Bulgaria in September. But as an American, 
he was not supposed to go to Bulgaria because 
the United States does not recognize the Bul- 
garian Government. Mr. Brundage finally won 
a State Department dispensation to go to Bul- 
garia, but he is not through with the officials. 

A similar situation exists, in reverse, with 
regard to the 1960 Winter Olympics, scheduled 
for Squaw Valley, Calif. Athletes from Red 
China, Bulgaria and Albania all be barred 
from entering the United States, though all 
three countries may engage in Olympic games, 

Then there is the fingerprinting business. 


Under our immigration law, athletes from for-. 


eign countries—in fact; all foreign, visitors— 
are supposed to be fingerprinted before entry 
into the United States. Russia recently can- 
celed a proposed track meet with an American 
team partly because of objections to this finger- 
printing condition. Russia does not require fin- 


indignity imposed only on criminals. 
The world of sports is one which belongs, of 
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course, to the whole world. Italians, Russians 
and Indians all read sports pages. What hap- 
pens in connection with a few athletic events 
may not be too important, but when these hap- 
penings give the Communists a ready-made 
propaganda line against ‘America, that is im- 
portant. And even if the Communists do not 
say so, Washington's seeming distrust of foreign 
skiers and hurdiers is downright silly. Here is 
one more reason to reform immigration policy. 
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Modernizing Municipal Business 

The City of St. Louis is a corporation whose 
principal business is municipal service. In re- 
turn for a fee (taxes), the city provides such 
diverse services as fire protection, drinking 
water, traffic engineering, planning, hospitals, 
parks and airport facilities; among many, many 
others. The municipal corporation is a vast com- 
plex of businesses, some only remotely related. 

As with any giant corporation, the city’s effi- 
ciency is dependent In large measure on its 
organization. Proper organization is essential 
to smooth and economical operation of its many 
parts. And where this is lacking—as it is in St. 
Louis today—municipal business is carried on 
in an atmosphere of forced inefficiency. That 
means the municipal corporation is more costly 


to operate than it ought to be. 


The present City Charter, written in 1914, 
did not contemplate municipal activity in oper- 
ating health clinics, collecting rubbish, inspect- 
ing restaurants, checking milk suppliés or traf- 
fic enginering. When the need arose for the 
city to operate in these fields, the new activity 
was assigned to one of the existing agencies, 
some of which now are unmanageably large. 

The proposed new City Charter would pro- 
duce a much-needed and long-overdue reorgani- 
gation of the administrative departments and 
other agencies that operate municipal services. 
It sets up 10 major departments that match to- 
day’s areas of municipal business. Each of the 
10 departments would be headed by a’ qualified 
director; advisory commissions of citizen mem- 
bers are attached to six of these departments. 
The Mayor would be directly responsible to the 
voters for the operation of the municipal cor- 
poration. If it did not function to their satisfac- 
tion they could dismiss him. 

Typical of the reorganization under the new 
Charter is what has been done with the un- 
wieldly Department of Public Welfare, which 
currently handles such diverse business as hos- 
pitals and the City Workhouse, rat control and 
recreation. The new Charter abolishes this de- 
partment and in its place creates three new de- 
partments: Health and Hospitals, Parks and 
Recreation, and Welfare. Thus the Charter paves 
the way for making each of these activities more 
manageable and therefore more efficient. 

City government in St. Louis now is unwield- 
ly, old-fashioned and excessively costly. The 
remedy is to reorganize and modernize along 
lines. of the new Charter. This is the essential 
preliminary to assuring the best in municipal 
service for each tax dollar laid out. St. Louis- 
ans who want to get their money’s worth from 
the city will approve the new Charter Aug. 6. 
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Windermere as a Microcosm 

A most interesting story of racial integration 
in St. Louis, going back several years, was told 
in the Sunday Post-Dispatch in an article re- 
printed from The New Leader of New York. It 
described the arrival of the first Negro families 
in Windermere place, off Union boulevard, 
three to four years ago, and the experiment 
that has been in process since in which owners 
of the property in the private place meet for 
business and social purposes as neighbors with 
common concerns in the character and condi- 
tion of their neighborhood. 

The article necessarily told the story of the 
West End Community Conference which began 
its activities two years ago in an effort to pre- 
vent the deterioriation that so often accom- 
panies racial change in residential areas. The 
conference, under informed as well as deter- 
mined leadership, appointed committees on 
zoning and real estate and other aspects of 
the problem. Housewives worked with their 
business-men husbands at night on plans and 
execution. Slowly they began to achieve results. 

One of the most encouraging of these results 
is the designation of a 150-block segment of 
the West End as a “conservation project” area. 
This means that the section will receive a face- 
lifting over a two-year period with help from 
the municipal bond issue. But the story of the 
“holding action” on Windermere place deserves 
to be read in its entirety. For that group of 
old homes, set back among their trees, is a 
microcosm that all St. Louis needs to know 
about and understand.

The association points out that it is in part- 
nership with TVA and that its member systems 
have half a billion dollars invested in it. 

It does not therefore want to see anything 
wrong with its source of supply.

Power for Power's Sake 


A HISTORY OF SOVIET RUSSIA, by 
or von Rauch. (Praeger, 493 pgs. 
75.) 

In spite of the widely prevalent in- 
erest in the Soviet Union, no Ameri- 
can scholar has attempted to trace in 
detail its over-all development from 
1917 to the present. The best account 
thus far (“From Lenin to Malenkov,” 
also published by Praeger), is part of a 
history of world Communism, by Hugh 
Seton-Watson, an Englishman. Our first 
full-length history solely of the Soviet 
Union now comes to us via translation 
from Germany. 

Any serious scholar would be re- 
luctant to attempt ‘what von Rauch has 
done. The professional historian likes 
to start his interpretation only after 
an agreeable amount of documentation 
is available. It is true that the sources 
of information about the USSR at 
least until 1928 are much more ex- 
tensive than is commonly believed. But 
from then on the historian must de- 
pend so much on 
inference and upon 
the testimony of 
highly prejudiced 
persons that he 
fears he may be 
embarking upon 
that horror of hor- 
rors of this trade— 
journalism. 

And even putting 
aside his inveter- 
ate caution on evi- 
dence, the historian 
faces an extremely 
difficult and time- 
taking enterprise. 
A spate of contro- 
versial materials and monographs in 
many languages must be studied with- 
out the advantage of much hindsight 
and of ideological distance. The con- 
scientious historian knows that no 
matter what he writes, he cannot com- 
pletely satisfy himself and will cer- 
tainly arouse the objections of many, 
ranging from McCarthyites at one ex- 
treme to orthodox Leninists at the 
other. 

Prof. von Rauch’s ideological involve- 
ment appears gréater than Seton- 
Watson’s, and his account thus far less 
balanced. Von Rauch’s hostility to the 
Soviet Union and to Communism is ex- 
pressed by an all-pervading emphasis 
on its shortcomings. He is at his best 
in dealing with the struggle for power 
within the Community party and be- 
tween the party and its enemies at 
home and abroad. Such pre-occupation 
with power gives us a picture of a 
movement led by men devoid of ideal- 
ism or any legitimate self-interest. 

According to von Rauch, the primary 
task of the Five-Year Plans, begun in 
1928, was to render the USSR independ- 
ent of foreign powers, not to improve 
the lot of workers and peasants. From 
1935 industry was advanced by the 

merciless exploitation of human labor.” 
Agriculture, von Rauch contends, was 
simultaneously collectivized to con- 
solidate Stalin’s power, since his party 
rivals then believed in small private 
production, including peasant farming.

ness of the Yellow floods is not 
due only to the summer rains in 
its basin, but even more to the 
silt deposited in the lower 
reaches. 

The river brings down more 
silt than any other stream in 
the world. Its silt concentration 
is 34 times that of the Nile and 
10 times that of the Colorac, 
in the United States. 

The amount of silt carried to 
the sea by the Yellow River on 
an average every year is 1,260,- 
000 tons or enough to build a 
wall a yard high and a yard 
wide around the world 23 times. 

Can't All Reach Sea. 

In the lower reaches whete 
the drop is gentler, this silt 
cannot all flow into the sea, but 
settles in large quantities, As 
a result the river bed has grad- 
ually risen until its mean level 
between dikes is now higher 
than the surrounding country. 
It is, in fact, an elevated river 
in many places. 

Because of the continuing de- 
posit of silt the river frequently 
changes course in its lower 
reaches and this is where the 
most serious floods occur. 

In 1933 floods caused more 
than 50 breaches of dikes af- 
fecting more than 3,640,000 
people, of whom 18,000 were 
killed. Property worth about 
230,000,000 yuan (about $90,. 
000,000 at today’s rate of ex- 
change) was destroyed. 

Although the government “s 
attempting to hold the flood 
line with temporary dikes until 
the major project is more ad- 
vanced, it is admitted that the 
Yellow’s rapid silting cannot be 
dealt with by piling up and re- 
inforcing dikes. 

The government proposes to 
build a series of dams and res- 
ervoirs on the main river and 
its tributaries. By doing so, soil 
and water can be conserved, 
flooding prevented, volume of 
water regulated and irrigation, 
ee and power devel- 


The second phase is soil and 
water conservation work on a 
large scale, chiefly in Kansu, 
Shensi and Shansi provinces 
where loss of water and soil is 
most serious. 

Everywhere, section by sec- 
tion, from highland to gully, 
from tributary to main river, 
water is to be stored and soil 
retained. Everything possible is 
to be done to use the river 
water for industry, agriculture 
and transport and to leave 
loess and rain water where it 
is needed—on the farmland. 


The main feature of the com- 
prehensive plan is what the gov- 
ernment calls the Staircase Plan 
for the Main Yellow River. The 
plan is to build a series of dams 
on the main river so levels form 
a sort of staircase. This work 
will be done in four sections, 
with 46 dams to be constructed. 


San Men is the first step in 
this staircase and is designed 
to hold all of the silt that would 
normally be carried down the 
river over a period of 50 to 75 
years. That is the reason for

Memories of the Early Days 


Linger During 


Fast Flight 


in Missouri Air Guard Plane

T 


HE voice in the control tower issued a terse command and 
the powerful jet trainer swung into the runway and roared 
along the heat shimmering concrete. 


As the plane, with its oil-burner sounding engine, left the 
runway, the passenger in the rear seat gained the impression 
that a giant hand was hoisting the jet into space. The hour was 


2:25 p.m. 


The place, Lambert-St. Louis Field. The pilot, Col. 


Charles H. DuBois, commander of the 13lst Fighter-Interceptor 
Wing, Missouri Air National Guard. Communication between 
pilot and passenger is by radio, built in the plastic helmets and 


rubber oxygen tubes. 


Four minutes later and five 
thousand feet higher, Lambert 
Field spread below. Encom- 
passed by a vast manufacturing 
plant, a Terminal Building of 
internationally famous design 
and many lesser structures, the 
St. Louis municipal airport was 
an impressive sight. Air traffic 
of every description, from the 
odd shaped helicopters of the 
military to the sleek airliners 
of Trans World, Eastern, Amer- 
ican and other scheduled car- 
riers stopped here. 

In mind's eye the passenger 
turned back time to 1923. Corn 
stalks were still protruding from 
the landing area, when the 
Pulitzer Trophy Race was held 
that year. A youth named Lind- 
bergh arrived in a battered bi- 
plane to pick up some of the 


‘loose change that was being 


handed out for almost any type 
performance at the air races. 
And a flying unit called Thirty- 
fifth Division Aviation, prede- 
cessor of the 18ist Fighter-Inter- 
ceptor Wing, was formed with 
Maj, William B. Robertson, pio- 
neer St. Lowis flyer, as com- 
mander. 

World War I pilots flocked to 
the new air unit. So eager were 
they to be airborne that they 
bought a plane before the first 
JN-4 Curtiss Jenny was received 
from the Government. The new 
National Guard flyers formed a 
club and the members flew their 
club plane, an Eaglerock or craft 
of similar design, at every oppor- 
tunity. On many flights a third 
club member tied himself prone 
on a@ wing and accompanied the 
two friends in the fuselage. 

The Missouri river is on our 
right as the jet trainer contin- 
ues its climb, 8000, 10,000 feet. 
In eight minutes we reach 
20,000 feet, an efficient altitude 
for jet engines, and Col. DuBois 
levels off the trainer. Except 
for some “popping” in the ear- 
drums, the steep climb has 
caused no discomfort to the 
passenger sitting behind the 
pilot. The canopied cockpit is 
pressurized and air-conditioned. 
In the early stages of the climb 
the air-conditioner belched 
snow, the result of moisture 
accumulate@ on the ground and 
freezing during the steep climb. 

The jet seems almost at 
standstill in the bright blue sky, 


_although the instruments indi- 


cate a speed of 350 knots. Her- 
mann, Mo., is off the left wing, 
and Col. DuBols reports over 
the radio intercom that he sees 
Columbia dead ahead. Colum- 
bia is 100 air miles west of St. 
Louis. Time is 2:35 p.m., 10 
minutes after takeoff. 

At 2:37 p.m. Jefferson City is 
on our left. In 18 minutes after 
takeoff we are over Columbia. 
At 20,000 feet there is little to 
distinguish the seat of the State 
University from any other clus- 
ter of buildings in a rural land- 
scape, 

As the plane makes a precise 
left turn toward Jefferson City, 
headquarters of the National 
Guard, the initial encampment 
of the 110th Squadron, Missouri 
Aviation, at Camp Clark, Ne- 
vada, Mo., in 1924 comes to 
mind. 

Highlight of National Guard 
camps of that period was “Gov- 
ernor’s Day.” Ground forces 
paraded, bands played and 
crowds of relatives and friends 
assembled for the military sha. 
The 1924 encampment was the 
first for the new air unit and 
they liven things up.

Summer sun had opened 
the seams of the skiff, which 
promptly sank, Other onlookers 
swam out and helped the volun- 
teer rescuers to safety.

HE 33 miles from Columbia 

to Jefferson City are flown 

in minutes. The Lake of the 
Ozarks, appearing as it does on 
Missouri’s map, lies south of the 
capital in plain view. The air 
is smooth, the roar of the jet 
engine muffled. White puff- 
ball clouds are hundreds of feet 
below. We turn east over Jef- 
ferson City and head for St. 
Louis with the wind on our 
tail. 

In its second summer camp 
at Nevada, the Thirty-fifth Divi- 
sion Aviation made no attempt 
to entertain the Governor by 
swinging from a rope.

designated takeoff hour, flew out 
of Springfield in a rain storm.

EAR Dr. Steincrohn: I have always been interested in 
D what causes “Yvetlow sickness,” which you physicians 
we call jaundice.

J have a brother, 52, who has been well all his life until 
about one ‘month ago when he began to get yellow. But he 
has no other complaint, Ask him how he feels and he says 
“fine.” He has no aches or anything else bothersome. I 
gZuess it’s for that reason he has been stubborn and has 
mot gone to our doctor, But it has me concerned. I believe 
J read somewhere that the absence of pain can sometimes 
get us into trouble. It lulls us into a false sense of security 
and we lose valuable time. I’m really worried ¢bout him. 

: Sincerely, Mrs. L. B. 
ANSWER: You have good cause for concern. But first 
Jet me generalize. The differential diagnosis of jaundice 
{getting down to its real cause) can sometimes be a difficult 
Job. Usually, however, the doctor can pinpoint the offend- 
ing mechanism.

He was the first engineer to use-a pile dike, with which he 
connected Bloody Island with the Illinois shore.
